This 
familiar falsehood we find repeated 
in “London Engineering” of De- 
cember 20th. That journal de- 
clares it to be a misapprehension 
that the “ present position of that 
British mercantile saregen is due to 
State subsidies.” “The mistake,” 
it says, “has doubtless arisen from 
our method of paying for the car- 
riage of mails and, for vessels built 
to suit admiralty requirements.” 
By « very odd coincidence we find 
in the “London Engineer” of the 
same date a frank conféssion that 
the American theory upon that 
subject is substantially correct, as 
all intelligent persons know it to be 
and as Mr. Blaine. in his triumph- 
ant answer to Gladstone in the last 
number of the North American 
Review conclusively proves it 
to be. 
The London Engineer says: “It 


has ever been the custom of our 


Government, when granting sub- 
sidies for the establishment of mail 
steamer lines, to take into consid- 
eration objecis quite outside of 
and different from mere postal 
facilities. It has drawn heavily 
upon the exchequer with a more 
imperial intent. And recognizing 
how important an element it must 
be towards the defensive strategy 
of our widely scattered empire 
that ready means of communica-

In large industrial establishments 
where a great number of men are em- 
ployed the introduction of all time- 
saving appliances is absolutely essen- 
tial. Avery little waste of time per 
capita, when multiplied by the total 
numberof employes, amounts to enough, 
in- many cases, to absorb the entire 
profits of a close business. For this rea- 
son nearly all extensive mill operators 
enforce some system of keeping the 
time of the employes. One thousand 
men five minutes late each morning for 
a week would be the equivalent of fifty 
men idle for ten hours; and supposing 
they are paid at the rate of $2.50 per 
day, there would be a loss of $125. A 
Massachusetts mill owner who employs 
several thousand people recently calcu- 
lated that it cost him about an hundred 
dollars whenever a brass band passed ! 

While the piece-price plan 
which is in force in nearly all shoe 
factories tends to prevent loss from 
lack of punctuality, it can not entirely 
do-so because during the absence of the 
work-people a valuable power plant 
and thousands of dollars’ worth of ma- 
chinery are lying idle?

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A SINGULAR. GROWTH, 


The, Thread and Needle Tree of 
New Mexice, 
On the plains of New Mexico are 


4 forests of a growth known as thread 


and needle trees. The tree partakes 
of the nature of the gigantic asparagus, 
and has large, thick, fleshy leaves, re- 

sembling one of the cactus. family, 
known as the “‘priekly pear.’’? The 
**needles” of tiie needle and thread 


tree are set along the edges of these 
thick léaves. 
In order to get equipped for sewing, 
it is only necessary to push the thorn 
or “‘needle”’ gently backward into its 
fleshy sheath, to loogen it from the 
tough outside coyering-of the leaf, and 
thes pull it- from the. socket, A ‘hun- 
dred fine fibers adhere to. the thorn 
like spider. webs. By. twisting the 
“needle” during, the drawing. opera- 
tion this fibér can be drawn out to an 
almost indefinite length. “The action 
of the atmosphere toughens these 
minute threads amazingly to such a 
degree as to make a thread twisted 
from it not larger than a common No. 
40, capable of sustaining a weight of 
five pounds, about three times the 
tensil strength: of common ‘‘six-cord”’ 
thread. The scientific name of this 
forest. wonder is tentyana mucadica.

Lebo will originate wherever men 
and women may happen to congregate. 
It is, “however, somewhat startling to 
learn that legends exist.4@ countless 
numbers among the people of the West- 
ern States. Portions of Illinois and 
lowa, which fifty “years: ago were a wil- 
derness or 4 prairie waste, to-day teem 
with romantic stories, and scores of ob- 

jects with which are connected strange 
adventures or incidents are pointed out 
to the traveler w’o has the fortune of 
coming across one of those most indis- 
pensable members of Western society, 
an old settler. 

It has been said that legends reflect 
the character of a people, and if such is 
the case, the early Western settlers 
must have been sturdy men who saw 
good in every thing, and opposed all 
‘strictly vulgar superstition; for the 
great majority of their legendary stories 


of the highest order. They are free 
from the dross of superstition found in 
the tales of England, Germany: and 
France; they do not breathe the roman- 
tic but misleading spirit of oocultness 
which pervades the fables of the Orient; 
nor do they in any way resemble the 
weird, uninspired sagas of the Norse 
peasantry. 

The legends of the Westare as sturdy, 
as independent and as forcible as the 
‘men who created them, and for this 
iteason, if no other, deserve more than 
passing mention. 

What could, for instance, be more 
poetic than the story of the ‘Lone 
Tree,” which was related to the writer 
not long ago by one of the oldest settlers 
of Eastern Iowa? The tale—ofr, to 
speak more properly, the legend—is 
based on an oak tree, for many years 
the only one standing within a radius 
of eight or nine miles. How did the 
tree come there? That the unsophisti- 
cated pioneers could not explain; so 
‘they resorted to invention, and gave 
currency to a story which will live long 
after they have been forgotten. Early 
in the year 1840, so the report goes, 
soon after the so-cailed Blackhawk 
Purchase had been consummated, a 
young couple emigrated from New York 
State to the West. The man (Bill 
_ Brewster was his name) was open- 
hearted, hospitable and courageous, 
and his wife was a representative 
American woman of the middle class, 
industrious, kind and faithful. After 
their arrivalin Iowa the two young 
people; went out “‘prospecting”’ (looking 
for suitable land) every day, and finally 
reached a tract of fat prairie land which 
promised to yield rich crops. Here 
they decided :to take up their abode, 
and the woman, relieved of all anxiety 
and worry, then and there gave birth 
toagson, and at the same moment—to 
commemorate the event—an oak sap- 
ling sprang up which was ever after- 
ward called thé ‘‘Lone Tree.” The sap- 
— in course of time, became a stout 

tree, and stood for many years in 
| Tes ‘isolated position, a mystery to the 
uninitiated, al object of never-ceasing 
curiosity to thé old settlers, ‘and a mon- 
ument of interest to the student of 
American life and manners, until a van- 
dal cut it down, four or five years ago.

ago were aware of the existence of the 
Teutonic fable. It is safe to claim the 
story of Providence Hole as a purely 
Western production, which, when prop- 
erly 6mbellished, will be entitled to 
“ai, with the highest specimens of foik- 
ore. 

Another and scarcely less interesting 
instance of providential interference 
with the affairsof men has many be- 
lievers among the good folks inhabit 
ing the bottom landsof the Cedar near 
its confluence with the Iowa river. In 
the early days of Iowa this part of the 


perate class of peoplé, who lived on 
what they could steal from more indus- 
trious neighbors. Horse stealing was 
thé favorite pursuit of the male portion 
of this community, and many enterpris- 
ing men. saw the fruits of their tofl de- 
stroyed for want of live-stock which dis- 
appeared at the most inopportune times. 
Horse thieves in those days expected no 
mercy when they had the misfortune to 
fall into the hands of the settlers; and 
when one bright June morning in the 
year 1840 nine of them were caught 
bya detachment of outraged farmers, 
they prepared themselves to meet death 
with bold faces. The gang was con- 
ducted to a huge oak tree on the banks 
of the Cedar river, whose nine branches 
invited the settlers to finish their work 
of vengeance. One man after the other 
was supplied with a hempen neck-tie, 
and arrangements were made to send 
them to kingdom come at the same in- 
stant. The signal was given. A flerce 
stroke of lightning and a deafening 
roar of thunder followed the command 
which was to end the earthly existence 
of nine human beings. ight bodies 
dangled in the air. The ninth was lying 
on the ground, saved by the lightning 
which had ripped the branch on which 
he was hanging from the trunk of the 
| tree. ‘It was a miracle, for the man, 
after recovering from his stupor, proved 
his innocence to the sacisfaction of the 
“vigilants.” The eight thieves had 
met their fate, but Providence inter- 
fered in a way that could not be mis- 
understood to save the life of the guilt- 
less. The tree made famous by this in- 
cident is still standing—at least it was 
two years ago—and the strange tale 
here related nas become a treasured leg- 
end among the old settlers of the 
vicinity, which is no longer the hiding- 
place of desperadoes, but a veritable 
Eden inhabited by prosperous and in- 
telligent farmers. 

A fourth legend had its origin in the 
present city of Muscatine, known in the 
early days as Bloomington, Ia. This 
town is builton many hills which over- 
look the Mississippi river. In the days 
preceding the settlementof lowa by 
whites, the vicinity of Muscatine is said 
to have been the favorite resort for In- 
dian lovers, who passed many hours on 
the noble bluffs thinking of the maid- 
ens they adored. In, most cases this 
harmless pastime had noserious results, 
but once upon a time en Tui warrior 
fell in love with the beautifiri daughter 
of amighty chief. His tender feelings 
were reciprocated by the copper-colored 
charmer, but her father would not listen 
to the pleadings of the obscure lover, 
There was no war at the. time, and con- 
sequently the ambitious brave had no 
opportunity to distinguish himself, and 
win the apple of his eye by deeds of 
bravery, which seems to have been the 
only way in which the stern parent 
might ‘have been moved. Elopement 
was out of question, ,the country 

was inhabited by faithfu “followers. of 
the chief who would have ‘“toma- 
hawked” the venturesome youth had he 
attempted to run away with the girl. 
Life became unbearable, and to end 
their sufferings the couple concluded 
toend their existence. As soon d§*the 
lovers had formed this desperate reso- 
lution they made their way toward the 
river, where they found a canoe. Chant- 
ing a death song and exchanging senti- 
ments of undying love, they floated down 
the river until they came to the bluffs 
already referred to. Here they dis- 
embarked, ascended one of _ the 
steep hills, and, embracing each 
other, threw themselves into the quiet 
river below. The incident was indus- 
triously discussed by the few white 
families then living in that neighbor- 
hood, who forthwith named the once 
picturesque bluff *‘Lover’s Leap.” An- 
| other version of the adventure here re- 
corded is not quite as romantic. In it 
the love-lorn brave and his devoted girl 
are described a6 & very Ordinary white 
couple who ended a life of disappoint- 
ment by drowning themselves. This 
matter-of-fact account of the tragedy 
may be the true one, but the rising 
generation is inclined to put faith 4 
the Indian tradition, which, as has 
already been stated, originated not 
with the red men, ‘but with the early 
ae settlers. .
